“Wei must direct ourselves to the 
development of our coal resources,’ 
says Mr. White, and he gives the ex- 
tent and position of these supplies 
Nova Scotia has over ten and a half 
billion tons of bituminous coal, New 
Brunswick 161,000,000 tons, Ontario 
has a small quantity of ignite, Quebec 
and Prince Edward Island have none 
The western provinces have many 
billion tons of lignite and Alberta has, 
in addition to lignite, 845,900,000 tons 
of semi-anthracite, 218,000,000 tons of 
bituminous and well up to a thousand 
billion tons of sub--bituminous. British 
Columbia has nearly eighty billion 
tons of bituminous coal . Besides lignite 
and sub-bituminous coal, there are 
reserves in Canada of 813,000,000 tons 
| of bituminous and 845,900,000 semi- 
anthracite coal, although a small part 
of this. lying in remote and frigid 
regions, may not prove available. The 
peat bogs of Canada are estimated to 
produce 28,000,000,000 tons, equal in

1918 GIRLS’ 
BASKETBALL 
RULES READY 


Not Many Changes Made and Two 
| Will Tend Towards 
Cleaner Play 


The 1918 girls’ basket ball rules 
have just made their appearance. Not 
many changes are noted, and two of 
those made will doubtless do much 
to insure cleaner play. 

The first rule that shows an im- 
provement over previous years has to 
do with guarding at the basket. Here- 
tofore it has frequently happened that 
a forward is robbed of almost a cer- 
tain basket by her check, who over- 
suards or bodies her as she is about 
to shoot. The rule has been to award 
a free throw to the forward, who was 
fouled, but even if this point were 
made, it did not compensate for the 
two points that might have resulted 
from a field basket. According to the 
new rules, two free throws will be 
vwarded the player who is fouled at 
the basket, 

Fouls 

Another improved rule deals with 
the number of fouls that may be 
chalked up against the various play- 


ers. In the old rules, a player had 
to make four fouls of a particular 
kind before she could be banished 


from the game. It was thus possible 
for a player to have a dozen or more 
fouls called against her and still re- 
main on the floor, so long as no four 
of these were for the same cause, Un; 
der the new ruling, however, five fouls 
. of any kind will disqualify a player. 
| Another change makes it possible 
| for a girl to toss the ball in the air 
ind catch it herself to avoid the pey- 
iity for holding the ball more than 
three seconds. Heretofore, when the 
ball was tossed into the air by a play- 
er, she could not catch it again until 
t had first been played by some other 
player, except when she was shooting 
for a basket, 
Toss-up 
A fourth change in the rules makes 
it compulsory for both players to ac- 
tually jump for the ball on a toss-up. 
It has frequently happened that a 
short player, realizing that she had no 
chance to get the ball in a toss-up, 
would not try to jump, but would 
back away at the toss in the hope of 
caching the ball after it had been 
batted by her opponent,

| Purchase for Farmers 
Besides marketing the live stock of 


purchase for the farmers of breeding) the co-operating farmers, the United

This unofficial estimate is miade 
from the tabulation of carload receipts 
on the basis of the average carload 
contents and at the average market 
value of the animals. While the actual 
figures may be more or may be less, 
yet it is approximately accurate, In 
uny case it is near enough to reveal the 
tremendous impetus that in one year 
has been given here to the co-opera- 
tive buying and selling of live stock by 
the farmers, for the benefit of the 
farmers, 

From time to time The Bulletin has 
published details of the local success 
of several of the local co-operating 
organizations of this district. For ex- 
ample, Dunstable's satisfied success has 
been noted and Leduc has an organiz- 
ation of about 400 farmers. Camrose 
local is also coming to the front. 

But the scheme also helps the small 
sroup of small farmers who have com- 
bined to ship a carload of fat stock to 
the Edmonton stockyards in order te 
get larger profit for their product than 
would have been obtained by each 
marketing separately on their local 
market. By co-operating they simply 
sell their farm products on the whole- 
sale principle. 

Cattle, Hogs, Sheep 

The aggregate live stock shipments 
for the year were 120 cars cattle, 95 
cars hogs and 11 cars sheep, which 
on the basis of average contents at an 
average price are approximately esti- 
mated at $189,000 worth of cattle. 
$182,400 worth of hogs and $13,000 
worth of sheep, or a grand aggregate 
of $384,400 for the live stock market- 
ed co-operatively by farmers of Ed- 
monton’s territory during the past 
year. The purchases of breeders, 
stockers and feeders for the farmers 
during the same period aggregate 
about 3,000 head of cattle of an esti- 
mated value of $202,000. 

‘ Leduc Leads Locals pts 
+ The leading local organizations of 
farmers who marketed their live stock 
co-operatively through their centra} 
co-operative organization at the Ed- 
monton stockyards and the number of 
cars of stock marketed by each fol- 
low: Leduc—21 cars cattle, 31 cars 
hogs and 1 car sheep; Hay Lake—15 
cars cattle, 12 cars hogs and 4 cars 
sheep; Onoway—11 cars cattle and 9 
cars hogs; Armena—9 cars of cattle; 
Athabasca—1 car cattle and 4 cars of 
hogs; and Carvel—1 car cattle, 5 cars 
hogs and 2 cars sheep. Altogether co- 
operative marketing was done by 47 
local associations of farmers and 
stockmen of central and norther Ai- 
berta.

Comparisons Impossible 

Comparisons with last year are 
a:ficult owing to there being no such 
comprehensive system of co-operative 
marketing here last year. 

Cattle prices are higher than a year 
ago and the prospects are for a still 
higher price. Everybody knows that 
g00d stock brings a good price and 
farmers are urged to improve their 
herds with this end in view, both as 
regards quality and quantity, 

Hog prices have been uncertain, 
but from now on, quite a run on hogs 
is expected, with a tendency to stead- 
jer and better prices for pigs. Farmers 
are urgently advised to not offer light 
hogs on the market, for hogs weigh- 
ing less than 150 lbs. are certain to be 
docked from 2 to 3 cents per pound. 

The sheep trade, while at present 
only a fraction of that of attle or 
hogs, yet is thriving and a large in- 
crease is expected in this department 
next year, 

The year 1918 is fully expected to be 
4.prosperous one for the Kdmonton 
branches of the United Grain Growers 
Ltd. Besides the office at the Kkdmon- 
ton stockyards at the northeast of the 
city, this co-operative concern of or- 
ganized farmers has just 
the erection of a large grain elevator 
at South Edmonton. 

Since the business of this organization 
has a ramiflea series of co-operative 
dealings in many lines of farmers’ 
produce and farmers’ supplies, sold

Pigs Heavier Than 200

There is a great difference of opin- 
ion today as regards the production, 
profits in, and feeding of hogs. One 
way of solving the production ques- 
tion is to make the packers pay more 
for heavier pork and then make hogs 
heavier. I fully belleve that 76 per 
cent. of the hogs going on the market 
today are from 160 to 210 pounds 
apiece, just when the farmer could 
put two pounds a day on a hog after it 
passes the 200-pound mark easier 
than he can put one pound on at 160 
pounds. But the buyer will deduct 
25 cents a hundred on heavy hogs.

The district 
comprises a total area of $4 square | 
miles, and the children from the ovt- 
lying points will be conveyed to the 
central school, The new building is a 
credit to the community, it measures! 
74 by 36 feet, and has-four class} 


rooms, full basement, teachers’ room | 
and laboratory. +} 
The enrollment at present is 116, 


two teachers being employed, while a 
third teacher will beginework soon.

These figures 
are startling in that they show the 
tremendous disudvyantages under 
which country boys are laboring, The 
same figures would probably apply to. 
girls. It does not mean that the coun- 
try boy or girl is less intelligent than 
the city oy or girl, but it does mean 
that the country boy has not the edu 

cational c.aciilities which the elty boy 

has, In passing through fhe grades 
in a small one-roomed rural schoo! 
there is nothing to look forward to 
after the eighth grade, unless the 
boy's parents are financially able t« 

send him to @ large centre, where he 

may secure his secondary education 


Birthright of Democracy 

“An education in our free and deim 
ocratic country is every child's birth 
right, and the responstbility of pro 
viding it lies with the state, Through 
the medium of the consolidated sehoo! 
the state desires to bring to the boys 
and girlie of our rural communities 
the same advantages and opportun!- 
ties as belong to the boys and girls 
of our cities and large towns @#o that 
no longer will the rural districts be 
bled of their heritage by the larger 
centres, but that their young man 
hood and womanhood may be con- 
served to them, and thalt they may 
grow up receiving their education un- 
der the conditions of life in which, in 
the interest of the ctate they should 
continue, and make that contribution 
to the body politic as becomes the duty 
of every citizen. 

“The democratization of education 
will mean, when properly worked out 
the reduction: of education to ‘terms 
of practical life, The consolidated 
school will aim to make education 
practical, The course of studies wil 
no longer be a god to be worshipped 
but will becomé.a servant to admin 
ister unto our “necessities. It must 
maintain a high educational standard

, Develop Rural Scientists 

“In rural communities the course 
of studies will tend ‘to develop prac- 
tical, scientific farmers. Emphasis wil! 
be placed upon scientific agriculture 
for boys, and domestic § science for 
girls. By this means a perfect com 
bination can be realized when the 
boys and girls of our rural communi 


ties reach the age of matrimony. By 
this means also one shal! no longer 
hear tthe cry of “Back tothe Land, 


for the simple reason that the people 
shall not have left the land, 

‘This democratization of educatior 
will mean a new love of country, and 
a new idea of patriotism. In these 
war-time days our idea of patriotism 
is associated with gallant charres

IRMA SEED FAIR 
AND POULTRY SHOW 


Entries Small, But Competition 
Keen—Held Too Near Holiday 
Season—Farmers Away 


Under the auspices of the Irma Ag- 
riculktural society, the ninth annual 
seed fair and poultry exhibition was 
held in the Co-operative hall, Irma, on 
Friday, Dec, 21st. The date fixed was 
too eariy to suit the convenience of 
the farmers, also too near Christmas, 
several competitors being away for 
the holidays, 

In the seed grain section the num- 
ber of entries was small, but the com- 
petition was keen and the quality of 
the exbibits were very good and clean, 
The judges, Messrs, J. M, Clark and 
J, A, Weir, (ook great pains with their 
work and gave satisfaction with their 
awards, 

In the poultry section the entries 
were much smaller than usual, How- 
ever, the quality of the birds showed 
a markea improvement. Mr. Geo. 
Buchanan, of Edmonton, again act 
ed as judge and as usual gave satisfac- 
tion wih his awards, 

During the afternoon 
meeting was held and 
the judges, ‘The chair was taken by 
H, King, president of the society. 
Geo. Buchanan, in reviewing his work 
regretted that the number of entries 
were Zolng back instead of increasing. 
Hie said ubat the quality of the birds 
shown Was an improvement on 
year’s, also that some 
in the show pens was noticeable, but 
there was room for further impraye- 
ment in this respect. He stated that 
the day had come when breeders must 
pay more attention to production and 
the poor layers must be weeded out. 
The high price of eggs would pay 
for the extra ¢drouble and with feed 
at the present price {t was not good 
policy to .cep a lot of birds that did 
not pay their way. He advocated the 
use of trap nests, 

J. M,. Clark was disappointed that 
the exhibit was not larger; he was 
sure there was a lot of good grain 
grown in the district this year. The 
quality was good all round, all the 
wheat shown were splendid samples, 
and some of the oats, barley and pceta- 
toes were exceptionally good, 

He stated that if the farmers ap- 
preciated what the government was 
doing in respect to these seed fairs, 
it was up oO them to come out ana 
support them, There was a grea: 
expense in @trrying them through ana 
if more interest was not taken in 
them {t might be that the department 
would have io consider if the resuits 
were worth the expense,

A correspondent writes: 

The striking statement has been 
inade that compared with the stupen- 
dous scale on which this war is bein 
waged, there is no outstanding hero.

Robert J. C. Stead 


The Poet of the 


Prairies 


Robert J. C. Stead, of Calgary, is 
the only singer of any decided merit 
that the Canadian west has yet pro- 
duced. That other Robert, who has 
won such wide fame with his un- 
conventional Klondike lyrics, is a 
hinterland poet; his verse is not truly 
representative of the life and thought 
of the vast majority of people whom 
we call Westerners. Robert Service 
has voiced the varied emotions of 
miners and adventurers, transients 
in a wildly beautiful and, in many 
respects, terrible land of ice and gold. 
Stead, on the other hand. while living 
in sight of the ice-crowned Rockies 
and with the lonely wilderness not 
many hours distant, centers his gaze 
upon the prairie country, vith its 
peaceful ‘ndustry and innumerable 
problems incidental! to the settling of 
a fertile empire. Occasionally cow- 
boys and smugglers gallop through 
the foothilis of bis verse; he has de- 
voted several of the lyrics of his 
former volumes, “The Empire Build- 
ers” and “Prairie Born” to romantic 
doings in the Alberta of éarlier days, 
but the bulk of his poetry has to do 
with the affairs and aspirations of 
wheat-growing patriots. He is a poet 
neither wild nor woolly; he lives in a 
community which is beginning to 
pride itseif on its urbanity; he is in- 
tensely concerned in the dreams and 
deeds ‘of ordinary everyday Western 
Canadians. 

One of the signs that Robert Stead 
is a civilized poet is the patriotic 
character of his verse. He has been 
inspired not so much by Phoebus 
Apotto and the “Musesnine as by the 
Britania, who in these days of in- 
numerable war-poems ought to be 
designated a tenth muse. From the 


very first the Calgary poet has sung 
the glories of the Motherland, of 
Canada, and the Empire. By its very 
title the present volume continues 


this strain, and its best lyrics testify 
to the intense love and admiration 
of their author for our mother across 
the sea and all her faithful alles and 
children who are standing by her in 
the agonies of the Great War, Perhaps 
nothing could better ilustrate the 
unity of the Empire than the fact that 
Mr. Stead’s poem on the death of Lord 
Kitchener has had such wide circula- 
tion and, needless to say, such power 
of appeal. It was written a few hours 
after the announcement of the great 
war-losd's death. Through the agency 
of thé Western Associated Press it 
appeared next day in many of the 
morning dailies of Canada. It is prob- 
ably the only Canadian poem that was 
ever incorporated complete into a tele- 
eraphic news service Later it was 


copied by the leading newspapers of 
1 


gland, was eulogized by the London 
Spectator,” was reprinted by English 
admirers for distribution in the army 
hospitals of the old land, and sub- 
sequently found its way round the 
world in the press 6f the east and 
west. Among the poems called forth 
by the war this lyric. with its grave 
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rhythm and restrained passion. will 
have an honored place. 

There is nothing tawdry about Mr. 
Stead’s patriotic verse. He does not 
alley; his tervor to run away with his 
sense of proportion. In his prebelium 
verse ne mixed praise of Canada with 
judicious criticism. In “The Charity 
Ward,” written years before the war, 
he reported the little Canadians who 
were willing to accept the protection 
ef the British navy without contribut- 
ing a dollar towards the enormous cost 
of maintenance. In one of his most 
scornful! poems Mr. Stead declared 
that Canada was “the Charity Ward of 
the Empire, a nation only in name.” 
In stinging lines he taunted his fellow- 
‘countrymen because of their willing- 
ness to receive everything and give 
nothing in return,— 


Valiant are ye and haughty, mighty 
in speech and son, 

But ye turn your eyes to heaven 
when the hat is passed along. 


The advent of war changed all that, 
however. The poet’s occasion for 
fault-finding has been removed, and 
he has been supplied with inspiring 
themes by « citizen soldiery whose 


“transformation from farmers to war- 


riors he celebrates in his joyous poem, 
“We Were Men of the Furrow.” 
Glory in abundant measure has been 
earned by Canada’s heroes at Ypres 
and Vimy Ridge and in a dozen other 
fbercely contested fights, glory enough 
to justify any poet of east or west in 
composing the strongest panegyrics, 
but readers of Mr. Stead’s War verse in 
this volume search it in vain for any 
fulsome or extravagant eulogy. His 
finest praise of Canada in Flanders is 
to be found in “The Call,” in which he 
reviews the quiet and ardent response 
of the dominions overseas in the 
Motheriand’s hour of need. Note the 
echo of the poet's earlier jealousy for 
the honor of his country in this earn- 
est stanza which closes with words of 
sonorous and solemn pride,— 


And thou. mine own, for whom my 
soul had feared, 
That in that day thy heart should 
shrink and crawl; 
Lest gain and getting. o’er endeared, 
Should leave thee fat and visionless 
withal; 
In peace thy vainer side was upper- 
most 
And seared with ends and aims of 
little worth; 
In war, thy Sons from coast to coast 
Have made thy name a glory 
through the earth. 


The mood in which Mr. Stead has 
conceived and written the most power- 
ful war poems of this volume is ex- 
pressed in the central lyric, “Why 
Ton't They Cheer?" After reading 
that pensivve interpretation of the war 
sadness in our hearts, which forbids 
noisy demonstrations of farewell to 
those departing for the valley of the 
Greadful shadow, we can understand 


why Mr. Stead avoids tigp hip-hip- 
burrah, superficial style ¢ triotic 
verse. He could write that if he 


would, but he has a sense of the fit- 
ness of things, and the exquis#tte little 
elegy, “He Sleeps in Flanders,” shows 
ability to penetrate into the heart of 
things, to stir the depths of the sout. 

Although the public has little pa- 
tience with literature that does not 
bear some relation to the great 
struggle in which the fate of civiliza- 
tion is at stake, Mr. Stead has done 
well to include in this volume a num- 
ber of poems which indicate his ante- 
bellum point of view. Like one of 
those relief scenes in the drama, they 
serve aS a contrast to the burden of 
tragedy ir the first part of this collec- 
tion of song. At any rate they will 
turn the mind of the reader back to 
those years of sunny peace on the 
western plains when the very thought 
of war seemed to be a laughable im- 
possibility. 

Aad no book by Mr. Stead would be 
a complete expression of himseif un- 
less it contained poems redolent of the 
prairie. Some of his songs have im- 
prisoned the odor of the prairie rose, 
cthers waft to us “the soft tang of 
smudre-smoke,” to use one of his own 
expressive phrases, ard throughout his 
peace poems we hear the whisper of 
the wheat.

is a sense of bigness and freedom, a 
suggestion of “the fields. boundless 
and beautiful,” an open-air gusto 
which no westerner can mistake and 
no easterner can dislike. Mr. Stead 
has never joined tne fraternity of vers 
libre poets. Nor does he emulate those 
of the opposite extreme. the parlor 
poets, makers of pretty verse, who 
prefer beauty of form of vigor of 
thought. With Mr. Stead subject mat- 
ter is of first importance; he does not 
Cespite melody and has a good com- 
mand of it, but he does not indulge in 
ert for art’s sake, and dces not believe 
in cluttering up his straight-going 
poems with meritricious ornament.

has made a detailed report on the 
subject. 

“It is a business,” the me ars of 
the committee say in eir troduc- 
tery remarks, “which has reached 
large proportions in the last few years. 
Its magnitude has given rise to the 


idea that the prices are extravagant 
and that fortunes have been-made in 
this trade.” The committee adds, 
however, that “while fortunes may 
have been made in the past, in most 
cases it is quite evident that the large 
profits have resulted from the enor- 
mous quantity of the packages sold.” 

In the broadest understanding of 
“f{g0d control,” therefore, the regula- 
tion of the package cereais trade ts 
obviously important. I: was also one 
of the most readily reached of our 
Canadian food sipplies, because cen- 
tred in comparatively few firms and 
makers. Nothing was done without 
due regard to the legitimate require- 
ments of a tfade which has, through 
extensive and sustained advertising. 
become well known to the public. In 
fact, the investigation was undertaken 
by men who command the respect of 
the manufacturers, the wholesalers, 
the retailers and the general public. 
The chairman was Prof. R. Harcourt, 
professor in chemistry at the Ontario 
Agricultural college, Guelph, Ont. 
The other members were Dr. A. Mc- 
Gill, chief anal to the department 
of inland revenue, Ottawa; Mr. P. B. 


Tustin, chief of the food and dairy 
division, health department, Winni- 
pec; and Mr. W. y, of the war 
purchasing com1 , Ottawa, 


What, it will be a 
ject of regulating the 
foods under 20 pounds in 
Primariiy, to keep down excessive 
profits on such packages, which na- 
turally are bought in the  smaliest 
sizes by the poorer ciasses. There was 
also the desfre to prove how great 
a saving in cost could be made dy the 
purchase of cereals in bulk. The dif- 
ference in the last named case was 
such as the average housewife could 
not be expected to find for herself. 
Rolled oats were found to be selling 
in packages weighing a little over 
three pounds at ike rate of 8.73 cents 
a pound. Bought in ten-pound bulk 
lots the same oats could be obtained 
for 6.50 cents a pound, and in 20- 
pound lots at 6.25 cents a ponnd. 

Measured by the difference in en- 
ergy-giving units the variation § in 
brands was found to be as striking. 
For instance, a certain fairly well ad- 
vertised mark of oats giving 1,000 
“calories” or energy units, cost only 
4.41 cents, while another breakfast 
food giving the same calories cost 
21.93 ¢ents. 

With such considerations before 
them the committee came to the con- 
clusion that package cereals are not 
so cheap as cereals bought tn bulk. 
Thanks to a peculiarity in the cereal 
package food trade their prices today 
certainly approximate more nearly to 
the Bulk prices than ever. This is dus

The 
report ically states that there 
is not the remotest idea of condemn- 
ing the cereal package: it has served 
and still serves a definite part of the 
public but under the proposals of the 
committee a considerable step will 
have been taken to keep the consump- 
tion of wheat products down to the 
level of actual necessities. How im- 
portant that is need not here and now 
be emphasized with the armies and 
civil populations of Great Britain, 
France and [taly depending for their 
daily bread largely on this continent. 
q Hence the ttalicized recommendation 
of the committee that the sale of 
cereals should be under regulation if 
sold in packages of less than 20 
pounds each. Equally emphatic is 
the recommendation to the larger pur- 
chasers to buy in bulk: “It is unques- 
tionably the better course.” 

The onus of getting the license rests 
with the maker in Canada or the im- 
porter if the factory is not in Canada. 
It will, therefore, be fllegal after New 
Year for any firm to sell unlicensed 
goods. Wholesale and retail mer- 
chants will not have to be licensed 
for the sale of cereals only: that rests 
with the manufacturer or importer. 

Licenses will protect the public in 
what they buy through the operation 
of regulations, and which have to be 
complied with before a license can 
issue, that there must be printei on 
the package in easily read form: 1, 
the name of the article; 2, name and 
address of the manufacturer; 3, li- 
cense number; and 4, net weight of 
contents in pounds and ounces. The 
committee insisted also that the cost 
of containers, empty cartons and bags 
must be only a small proportion of 
the total cost, so that the consumer 
may not be paying for the package at 
food rates. Still more important, the 
regulations contain the stipulation: 
“The price at which the goods are 
sold to the public*must not exceed 
an amount allowing a reasonable pro- 
fit on bulk goods, plus the cost of the 
containers.” 

To assure the carrying out of these 
regulations the manufacturer's books 
must be open to inspection, subject to 
the cancellation, at a month's notice. 
of his license. A fee from $10 to $50 
and even upwards based on yearly 
turnover will be charged for licenses. 

Ancther new and tmportant de- 
parture in food control is contained 
under the scheme by the provision 
that the “licensee must agree, if so 
required, at once to make earnest en- 
deavors to find substitutes for ingre- 
dients which, from time to time, may 
be necessary to conserve. Just at pre-

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A six months’ journey through the 
Gospel of Mark now opens with the 
new year to every student of the In- 


ternational Sunday School Lessons. 
And Mark’s message to the man or 
woman of today is aglow with an 
illumination that sheds a _ flood of 
light upon the intricate way over 
which we are passing. 

This gospel was put into the soul 
of John Mark to give to the world. 
He was a son of Mary of Jerusalem, 
a Jewish woman, and he was a cou- 
sin of Barnabas. Peter was his fa- 
ther in the faith (1 Peter 5:13) and 
it is evident from the character of the 
gospel that it bears many signs of 
Peter’s quickening influence upon his 
convert. 

It is probable that Mark’s gospel 
Was written about 55 A.D., and for 
Gentiles particularly, rather than for 
the Jews. It is distinctively, as Dr. 
Griffith Thomas points out, the gos- 
pel that “Emphasizes the activity, 
authority, and energy of Christ, His 
deeds rathér than His words. Here 
we get the very frequent repetition 
of ‘straightway,’ indicative of the 
constant movement and activity of 
Christ, as He is doing deeds of kind- 
ness, teaching the truth, and fight- 
ing evil.” 

Into the study of an inspired mes- 
sage with such marvelous fitness fer 
our own age and conscious need, we 
may well enter with high expectation 
©f discovering therein divine ideals 
of service for swift application to the 
complex and challenging days in 
which we live.

These Pharisees were known for 
the jobs they held and the positions 
they occupied; and contemporaneous 
religious life has plenty of analogous 
figures. But John was a person to 
be reckoned with because he was 
himself. He did not need an acclesi- 
astical job or a rich or fashionable 
pulpit; he had a message. And a 
man with his own message may go to 
the sands of Sahara and lift up his 
voice (not a voice trained in a school 
of elocution, either), and the world 
will resort to him. The man with a 
vital message — which possession 
makes a true preacher—is as rare as 
the sartorially immaculate, carefully 
drilled pulpit ornament is common. 

This man claimed to be merely a 
“voice’’—crying in the wilderness. 
He was only himself, and claimed 
nothing but his true work. He was 
no chameleon. He flew his own flag 
and stood by it. A servant fore- 
runner, a mere messenger of the great 
Coming One was he, and _ nothing 


more. 
A Stick May Point. 

Any kind of a stick, so long as it 
be not crooked, may point. John 
conceived of himself as a fingerboard. 
For that office he did not need polish 
or social graces or the approving seal 
of the Sanhedrin. Nobody was ex- 
pected to pay attention to him, but 
only to look and to go where he 
pointed. So the world conceived of 
this man, girt with camel's hair and 
subsisting on anchorite’s fare, as 
pointi.g, pointing, pointing to the 
Coming One, and crying “Behold!— 
The Lamb of God!” 

Everybody points somewhere. The 
least of us cannot escape standing for 
something. The very first office of 
life is bearing witness. One's “do- 
as-I-please,” devil-may-care attitude 
is rather checked by the thought that 
one is pointing somebody somewhere. 
At a railway station I once as a boy 
thoughtlessly and ignorantly misdi- 
rected a woman with a _ bundle 
through the wrong tunnel. Later I 
saw her toiling back with her load. 
Her useless and over-burdened tramp 
due to my misdirection; and through 
all these years I have remorsefully 
carried that memory in my mind. 
But what of the more serious mis- 
takes we unwittingly cause people, 
because our trend of life has pointed 
them the wrong way? 

As I conceive it, the burden of this 
Sunday School Lesson is, “Point 
straight! Point straight!” Bear

To hear that, the world 
would seek out a man in the remot- 
est wilderness, «. will not shrink 
from the most fashionable of church- 
es. Why is it that Philadelphia 
crowds flock every Sunday to hear 
Dr. Floyd W. Tomkins, while our 
Gown-town churches are almost 
empty? Simply because he has a 
message about God. .s< does not re- 
hash the day’s news from the pul- 
pit, nor choose topics that command 
space in the newspapers, nor have 
prologues or stereopticon shows. He 
just preacher God to the hearts of the 
peeple, and the multitude which 
gathered in hunger goes away fed.

In all probability 
the bronze of those lovely bells has 
gone into cannon or shell by this 
time, At least a dozen of the famous 
Belgium churches and cathedrals had 
earillons of varying excellence.

Whatever the political sentiment in 

the Holy Land after the war, it is to 

be hoped that Christian sentiment will 

effect materia! changes at Bethlehem 


as at Jerusalem. The temple shelter- 
ing the “birthplace of Christ showd 
not continue to be the bazaar that ® 
is today, thanks to the Greek priests 
who share the church with the Latin 
and Armenian ciergy @#d have built 
up an amazing trade in pious frauds— 
notably clay tablets, the stor;’ of which 
is, to say the least, not in good taste; 
tnd cargoes of crosses and pressed 
flowers, the production of which, if 
genuine, would jong ago have denuded 
both the Mount of Olives and the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane. 

Then, the churches of Christendom 
should unite to transform the Basilica 
of the Nativity, with its ugly, half- 
ruined exterior, into a greater shrine 
befitting the site. 

“The Church of the Holy Sepuichre 
ai Jerusalem, the Church of the An- 
nunciation at Nazareth, the Tomb of 
the Virgin, the Garden of Gethsemane 
and all the other greater sanctuaries,” 
says William Elerey Curtis, ‘have 
been the subject of dispute for cen- 
turies. Nothing can be said for or 
against their authenticity, and there- 
fore they probably always will be in- 
volved in doubt and controversy, 
which is used as a reason, or rather 
as an excuse, for not ereting appro- 
priate monuments over them. But no 
such objection can be offered to the 
Church of the Nativity. The twadi- 
tions which surround it can be traced 
back to the very night of the Saviors 
birth, and secular history confirms 
them. We know that Jesus was born 
in a stable because there was ne room 
for his ptrents at the inn; we know 
that that stable was connected with 
a cave, and that it was situated in 
the village; we know that the loca- 
tion of the village has not been 
changed, and there being but one cave, 
the chain of evidence is clear.” 

There have been so many restora- 
tions in the history of the Church of 
the Nativity that only false reverence 
would stand in the way of another, 
So much of the auc-ent edifice as ap- 
pears to date from the days of Con- 
stantine and his mother, along with 


the present embellishment of the 
Grotto and the Byzantine frescoes, 
whose naivete is one of the most 


charming things in Bethlehem. could 
be preserved as the heart of a temple 
that would be worthy of tne Baby 
Christ, Christendom and hrisimas.
